tur BattBfled. 


As is well known, the House has passed 


the Harper high-license bfll by a vote ot 
79 to 55, just 18 members not being: pres- 
ent to vote. The Democrats, with a few 
exceptions, were theearnest champions of 
the low-license fight against the measure 
which will Boon, become a law, as it will 
surely pass the Senate. This high-license 
bill fixes* whisky license at not less than 
$600, and beer license at 8150, with pen- 
alties for the beer venders who oiler to 
sell whisky. This ia a uniform measure 
that applies to all parts of the state, the 
country as well as the cities and villages, 
but the local option law permits the rul- 
ing powers of cities and villages to raise 
the license above these figures as high as 
they may choose, or to enact prohibition 
if they desire. 


IN DECATUE 


the adoption of the bill is generally re- 
ceived with favor by not only prohibi- 
tionists but liberal men and the more 
responsible saloon-keepers as well. The 
license in Decatnr has been "high"~8500 
— for nearly 10 years, and dealers here are 
not affected by the measure; bat in 
Springfield, Chicago and the larger cities 
there will be a rumpus of some'magni- 
tnde, because many of the email 'ram 
holes will have to close up. The effect ol 
the bill will bo to weed oat irresponsible 
and reckless dealers and place the busi- 
ness in the bauds of men who will en- 
deavor to obey the laws, and if they fail, 
will not skulk away, but stand their 
ground and pay the penalties inflicted 
whatever they may ba Oar people gen- 
erally commend the measure and state 
that it is a step in the right direction. Of 
course any city, town or village, that 
"wishes to elevate the license to 11,000, 
$2,000, or any sum above $500, can do 
so, but they cannot make tho license 
lower than $500.

Bov to -Act In iBmes of Cyclonee~Tuue- 
ly Hints. 


Uooon county's recent experience in 


the cyclone line has awakened' a' lively 
interest-in tornado demonstration, until 
the least blow ot any consequence seta 
the nervous to "shaking in their boots" 
and fearing thfe worst The following 
timely hints are not amiss, and we print 
them for the benefit ot those who insist 
that Decatnr will Barely receive a cyclonic 
dose era long, though she has fortunately 
escaped such a calamity thus far: - 


HOW TO AOT. 
' ' 


Sergeant John P. Finley, signal service 


officer at Kansas City, Mo., has published 
in a pamphlet on tornadoes some useful 
directions concerning the coarse to be 
taken to escape the dangers of these ter- 
rible forees. The inhabitant ot a tornado 
frequented district must be watchful in 
{he season of visitations, for he can never 
know when the destruction will come 
upon him. On the first sign of the ap- 
proaching vortex he most ran, always to 
the north, unless by going in that direc- 
tion he will have to cross the entire path 
of the storm. If he is nearer to the south- 
ern edge than to the centre of the proba- 
ble path, he may go sooth, bearing slight- 
ly to the east; but in no event should he 
ever ran directly to the east or northeast 
It is impossible to save any building that 
may lie in the path of the tornado, or 
any. property that cannot be got out ot 
its way. No material, ho method of con- 
struction, can be competent to resist the 
raging destruction. Nothing rising above 
the ground can escape it. The most 
practicable method ot precaution is to 
construct a "dag-out" at- some suitable 
point, within easy distance from the 
house, to serve as a place of .refuge or 
shelter. The retreat should be entirely 
underground with a roof at least three 
feet thick not rising above the surface of 
the earth, and entered from the northern 
or eastern side. A "cellar-cave "may bo 
constructed from the cellar, if the house 
has one, to serve as a substitute for the 
dug-out. It should be excavated from 
the west wall of the cellar toward the 
west, and should be mode as secure aud 
complete as the'dug-out. If, however, 
the storm can uot be escaped, and no ref- 
uge is at hand, or there is no time to get 
to it, the safest thing to do is to 
place one's self against the west wall of 
the cellar, face forward, or against the 
south wall, as near the southwest corner 
as possible. The northeast corner is in 
any case a fatal position and should al- 
ways be avoided. It one is actually over- 
taken by the tornado, his only rescue is 
to cast himself face downward upon the 
ground, with his head to the east and 
arms thrown over the head to protect it. 
If a stamp or large stone, or anything 
heavy that the wind will not blow over, 
is near, he may get a trifle of protection 
by throwing himself to the eastward of 
it. If in a house with no cellar, he shoold 
gat into the west room, on the ground 
floor it possible, and away from all stoves 
and heavy furniture. 


The people of towas might find it to 
their advantage to provide for having a 
watch, to be on duty on all days when 
the air bears premonitory symptoms of a 
violent windstorm to give a signal to the 
population on the appearance of the first 
real threatening signs. The signs of the 
formation and approach of a tornado 
cloud are distinct and sufficiently sug- 
gestive to afford opportunity for timely 
and concerted action. Sergeant Finley 
is continuing his investigation of the 
phenomena ot tornadoes, and he has pre- 
pared three tall schedules of minute in- 
quiries calling for the faote attendant 
upon the appearance of the storms, which 
he sends to persons who were within the 
path of one, who were on the outer edge 
of the path, and who were from 10 to 100 
miles from it.

But additional speed 
Was obtained; for beginning with 
1874, there was one horse that conld 
trot in 2:15, two horses in 1877 that 
accomplished this, and in' 188.0 this 
number was increased to six, and, 
overtopping that, one animal that 
made her mile in 2:11. About _two 
seconds to the mile have been gained, 
by the trotting horse in every three 
years since 1871, and it is believed 
that the fastest horse of 1890 will 
trot his or her mile in about 2:08.

SUCTION 1. That a sidewalk slmll be con-

In Relation to the Numbering of 


Houses. 


Be it orOainal !<y tlie Cilii Council iif the ctly 


tif Demtur: 


SECTION 1. That It is hereby declared neces- 
sary tn number the buildings, stures and rosi- 
deuces of tLo city of Becutur, and for thiit 
tiufuose Bust and West aiuin street shall uon- 
Btltuto tbo biiee of all streets or parts of streets 
running north and south therefrom, and Nortn 
anil South Mulu street shall constitute tho 
bnno of all streets or parts of streets running 
otistand west therefrom.
